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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) With 
respect to claims 24 and 28, the Applicant argues that the inner leads 33 of Asano are each integrally 
connected to a common connecting portion 44. This is not persuasive because the common connecting 
portion 44 is being removed from the structure, fig. 5 step 2 and column 6 lines 50-51. In the final 
structure, the leads 33 of Asano do not have the common connecting portion; thus it would read on the 
claim limitations, i.e. isolation from each other. 2) With respect to the top side and bottom side, the 
Examiner submits that the portions 33a of Asano would read on the claim limitation because there is no 
specific limitation in the claim to indicate which is the bottom or top sides. During examination 
proceedings, claims are given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 
1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). In this case, the portion 33a has two sides that are 
being interpreted as either top or bottom. 3) With respect to the leads 33a are not linearly aligned and 
arranged in spaced, generally parallel relation to each other due to the leads 33 are being bent at 
different angles. This is not persuasive because the Examiner submits that the inner portions 33a of the 
leads 33 are linearly aligned and arranged in spaced, generally parallel relation to each other. The 
claim language does not require entire length of the lead being generally parallel; thus a portion 33a 
would read on the claim limitations. 4) With respect to claim 14, the same argument as above can be 
made for the inner lead 6 of Lee.
